It was so the other night on 
Parris Island off the coast of 
South Carolina. A young Marine 
Corps instructor took his re- 
cruit company out at night for 
an extra drill. It was ‘“‘for dis- 
cipline.’”’ (The Marines are a 
small, elite corps. They must 
of necessity weed out the whin- 
ers, the lazy, the pampered, the 
ones with uncut apron strings.) 
It was dark . . . and the recruits 
had bad luck. They blundered 
into a tidal stream in the marsh- 
es. The tide was running out 
strongly, swiftly. Within an all- 
too-brief little while six men, 
unable to swim, drowned. Th 
drill sergeant was the last ma 
out and did all he could to re 
trieve an impossible situation. 


‘Luck’ 


Had it been an error by a stu- 
dent pilot, of faultily packed 
parachutes, of an artillery piece 
accidentally fired into troops, it 
would have been another story. 
But, these deaths seemed, in 
the nature of things, wantonly 
useless and inexcusably wrought. 
Actually, they were one of the 
pattern of daily news from a na- 
tion with more than a million 
men under a or in training. 
But the deaths will seem more 
- gad than those in an aircraft 
crash on a mountain slope or in 
some collision of troop trains 
equally due to bad luck and hu- 
man error. You don’t excuse the 
sergeant because he erred 
tragically. But, you know he and 
his company had an enormous 
amount of bad luck—and six men 
had worse. 


Day after day the news items 
will tell us the story... 

A nation seeks to remain strong 

. so that generations yet un. 
born may have our sort of coun- 
try. 

If -the time ever comes when 
my boy has to go, I want him 
io go into the U.S. Marine Corps. 

Parris Island is a legend. So 
are the drill instructors. An 
elite corps is produced only un- 
der conditions of the most ex- 
acting discipline. That is  be-, 
cause an elite corps is going to 
be used where the man must 
move automatically, propelled 
by the reflexes produced by the 
exactness of his training and his 
riz discipline. 


Pride 

Many a recruit thinks the boot 
company. weeks at Parris Island 
are hell. But, after three-or four 
have passed he begins to feel 
the trained soldier coming 
through his awkwardness and 
pride comes . 
first of all; and then in the com- 
pany .. . which has lasted it 
out. L 
. It is an affront to many good 
people to be reminded that the 
training.of a soldier has but two 
purposes ... to teach him to 
kill an enemy and himself how 
to survive combat. Along the 
way there are trades to be 
learned, and good ones. But, 
the Marines are trained to fight 
, —and to survive. The best recruit 

unit is the one with the most 
discipline and the toughest train- 
ing. It is much better for a boy 
to know how to shoot and at- 
tack, and how to defend and 
survive from months of severe, 
unrelenting, disciplined training 
than to be sloppily prepared. 

And so, as jets explode... 
bombing training flights crash 
into mountains . . . troop planes 
fall... and men drown... we 
learn that the peacetime death 
of a soldier is, somehow, sadder 
than one at war. The weight of 
the sorrow almost overwhelms 
us. Yet, there are those who 
cry for’ war. (They are the ones 
who wouldn’t have to fight ‘it.) 
And there are those who mock 
others who seek to build the 
United Nations into an agency 
which may somehow be able to 
restrain a . 

Until it—or something else—is 
able to do so we will read the 
sad bulletins . . . of men who 
have died for their country in 
peace ... because of human

Rice said state and federal 
agents arrested Armour, a 16- 
year-old ‘white boy and two Ne- 
groes in connection with opéra- 
tion of a still and bootlegging. 
The Negroes are Nathaniel Dick- 
son and Willie Brown, of near 
Sparta. 

Armour, the boy, and Dickson 
were arrested at Dickson’s ga- 
rage Thursday night after the po- 
liceman transferred a case of 
illegal liquor from the trunk of 
the police car to a pickup truck, 
Rice said.‘ The boy was in the 
police car with Armour. 

Brown was arrested at his 
home near the still Friday morn- 
ing. 

Rice said revenue agents 
seized the police car and the 
pickup truck at the garage and 
another truck at the still. 


Armour was charged with pos- 
sessing; selling and manufactur- 
ing non-tax-paid whisky; Rice 
said. The others were booked on 
liquor charges. All were released 


under bond. 

Along with the truck at the 
still, agents seized 1,500 pounds 
of sugar.

Cachran, 37, a former Paulding 
County sawmill worker, paroled 
sex criminal and former mental 
patient, died at the state prison 
for the murder of a 14-year-old 
Rome school girl. 
| He went to his death with a 
prayer in his lips that God bless 
his family—‘‘and everybody.’’ He 
was pronounced lifeless at 10:25 
a.m., afer eight ‘minutes in the 
chair. 

NEW LAWS 

Two new sex crime laws came 
from Cochran’s abduction, viola- 
tion and slaying of the girl last 
June, One sets up a board of psy- 
chiatrists and other experts to ad- 
vise the Pardon and Parole Board 
on handling sex criminals. It also 
authorizes the confinement of 
such offenders at the State Hos- 
pital for the Insane after they 
have completed their prison 
terms. 

The other creates a statewide 
system of records on sex crim- 
inals. 

The Rome girl was abducted 
from her home June 20 and her 
body found five days later in the 
Etowah River at Milam’s Bridge 
in Bartow County. It was 
wrapped in a quilt, tied with a 
heavy log chain and weighed 
down with a huge wrench. 


WOUND IN BACK 


A pistol bullet had been fired 
into the child’s back. 

Cochran admitted luring. the 
girl away, violating and slaying 
her. He finally pointed out the 
spot where the body was found 
after giving officers several mis- 
leading accounts. 

He was convicted of murder 
at Cartersville on July 15. Futile 
appeals were made to the State 
Supreme Court and the Pardon 
and Parole Board. His attorney 
said he could find no grounds for 
pressing an appeal in the federal 
courts. 

Cochran had been sent to prison 
for rape, attempted, rape, forgery 
and robbery. He was a parolee 
from a 20-year rape sentence 
when the Rome girl was coaxed 
from home and killed. 

He was confined for a year and 
a half in a criminally insane 
ward at the Milledgeville State 
Hospital but released as ‘‘free 
from psychosis.’

Farm Bill Decision 
Is in Ike’s Hands 


The big political puzzle of the next 
few days concerns whether President 
Eisenhower will sign or veto the farm 
bill. It is an established fact that he 
doesn’t like it and that Secretary Benson 
6 opposed to it. 

In fact, the bill is contrary to all the 
administration’s previous thinking and 
objectives. 


Secretary Benson and his assistants 
will be in Augusta today to confer with 
the President. There seems to be a strong 
likelihood that Ike will decide to turn 

mbs down on the measure. Should he 
not veto it, Mr. Benson probably will 
rBsign. Should he sign it, his motives 
will be political. 

The President is faced with a decision 
which will require considerable courage. 

If he vetoes the bill, there will be no 
farm program this year. The Democrats 
will go to the country with their guns 
loaded and rather powerful guns if recent 
election results are any indication. 

If the President attempts to blame a 
veto of the bill on the Democrats, he'll 
have to explain also why so many Repub- 
licants voted for it. A Congress almost 
equally divided between Democrats and 
Republicans voted as follows: House, 238 
to 181. Senate, 50 to 35. 

The bill itself is complex and hard to 
wnderstand. It brings back rigid price 
Supports at 90 per cent of parity. It post- 
pones a real solution to the farm problem 
but it does give farmers a guarantee of 
a fairer share of the national income—a 
guarantee that already is given labor and 
industry under various and sundry meas- 
ures. 

Agriculture most certainly is entitled 
to equality of consideration by govern- 
ment. It must be remembered, too, what 
it has meant in the past to have a pros- 
perous industry and a sick agriculture. 
This sickness sooner or later spreads to 
the entire economy. 

If Ike vetoes this bill—as imperfect 
as it is—it will be a major issue in the 
campaign this fall.

Paul Bellamy Served 
His Profession Well 


Death of Paul Bellamy, 71, retired 
editor of the Cleveland Plain Dealer, re- 
moves from the profession one of the 
ablest and most respected men ever to 
grace it. 

Son of Edward Bellamy, one of the 
more famous writers of his time, whose 
“Looking Backward” sold more than a 
million copies, he did not live in the 
shadow of his great father but made his 
own reputation.

The paramount need at this mo- 
ment is action that would contrib- 
ute toward creating a climate of 
public opinion and emotion within 
which men of good will can seek 
solutions. 

We would urge that the Presi- 
dent call a conference of leaders 
well known by the public at large 
and respected even by those who 
deeply differ with them—of men 
and women whose standing might 
lift their words above political par- 
tisanship, racial prejudice and sec- 
tional bias. 

We would urge that the Presi- 
dent, in making his selection, keep 
in mind that solutions to this deep 
problem of racial adjustments 
must be sought and found primar- 
ily by those who are most directly 
concerned and who know they must 
live with the answers. 

Doubtless he also would keep in 
mind that although this is acutely 
a Southern problem .it is also a na- 
tional problem, and that al] Ameri- 
cans have a stake in national unity. 

What might such a conference 
accomplish? It could not legislate. 
It probably could not, if it tried, 
agree on a program. It could en- 


force nothing. None of these ‘‘could 
nots’’ would nullify its value. 


The deliberations of such a con- 
ference, however, might set up a 
point of light instead of heat for 
public opinion to focus upon. It 
might furnish a forum lofty enough 
to let the voices of reason be heard 
above the din of wrangling. It 
might help clarify a nation’s whole 
thinking.

USed-car buyers may obtain a 
1956 Georgia license tag without 


the car. 

Gov. Griffin Friday issued an 
executive order suspending the 
penalty within the 24-hour time 
limit.
